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New Crop of Labor 


Disputes Darkens 
Improved Prospect 


Additional Walkouts Are 


Threatened as Others 


Are Terminated

A new crop of disputes broke 


out on the nation's labor front and 
others were in the budding1 stage 
today, spoiling' an otherwise im- 
proved picture on 
the 
troubled 


labor scene. 


More than 60,000 o fthe 93,000 


workers idle yesterday by strikes 
and work stoppages prepared to 
return to their jobs today, their 
controversies 
settled, 
at 
least 


temporarily. 


Overshadowing 
the 
brighter 


side, 
however, 
were 
additional 


walkouts, boosting- the idle up to 
the 40,000 mark, and threats ot 
strikes on three railroads and at 
18 
Western 
Electric 
Company 


plants. 


The 
biggest 
improvement 
in 


labor conditions was 
in Detroit, 


where most o fthe city's 45,000 
idle CIO United Automobile work- 
ers were going- back on the job 
following settlement of an AFL- 
CIO jurisdictional dispute. 


Another 15,000 strikers in 10 


glass plants in 10 cities agreed to 
end their week-old strike, bowing 
to a War Labor Board request to 
resume work. They included 8.000 
at the Libbey-Owens-Ford Com- 
pany's four plants and 7,000 at the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company's 
six plants. 


Big Disturbance Looms 


A major disturbance loomed in 


the east as about 20,000 employes 
of 15 new Jersey and three New 
York City plants of the Western 
Electric Company voted to strike. 
The dispute, said a spokesman of 
the independent Western Electric 
Employes 
Association, 
involved 


further pay increases 
for 
4,000 


employes. 
The 
plants 
produce 


chiefly electronic 
and 
communi- 


cations equipment for war use. 


The threatened railroad strikes 


would affect 4,000 Erie Line serv- 
ice employes and about'2,000 work- 
ers on two electric lines serving 
thousands o£ Chicago metropolitan 
area 
commuters, 
the 
Chicago 


North Shore & Milwaukee, and 
the Chicago, Aurora & Elgin lines. 


Acton on the Eric strike threat, 


originally set for Saturday, was 
held in abeyance for 30 days by 
intervention of President Truman. 
He set up an emergency board to 
report on the dispute. The rail- 
road controversies involve wage 
issues. The 
strike in Chicago is 


scheduled for Monday morning.

Chungking to Moscow under the 
leadership of Premier T. V. Soong, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's 
brilliant brother-in-law (Harvard 
'1555), 
who 
recently 
returned 


home from the San Francisco se- 
curity conference. 


Like everything else Oriental, 


there's considerable mystery 
at- 


tached to the 
Soong 
enterprise. 


However, it's 
clear enough that 


such 
a 
Chino-Russian meeting 


may prove to be of far-reaching 
international importance. It's easy 
to see that it could have a great 
bearing on Russia's post-war in- 
fluence in Asia, and might strong- 
ly affect China's political future. 


Bo that as may. speculation has 


it that Premier Soong may try to 
create a mutual aid pact which 
would bring Russia into the war 
against Japan. 
One also 
notes 


that Soong has been endeavoring 
to settle the dangerous and often 
bloody quarrel 
between 
Chiang 


Kai-Shek's government and 
the 


great body of Chinese communists 
in northern China, and it's rea- 
sonable to assume that this will 
be a major item in the Moscow 
parley. 
v'As' previously repbrted- in this 
column, when I was in Chungking 
in '43 impartial observers gener- 
ally believed that the quarrel be- 
tween the Chinese Reds and the 
Chiang government likely would 
be settled by civil war. 
Recently 


the situation seems to have eased 
somewhat gs the result of negotia- 
tions and offers of reform by the 
central government. Still, it's less 
than four months ago that the 
Chinese communists were calling 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek a 
despot and were demanding his re- 
moval and punishment.
